Gibraltar as a Strategio Point. 


Gibraltai (about 1,000 miles from 


England) is of immense importance as 
being the great watch tower from which 
tho movements of warships can be ob- 
served and telegraphed as they pass into 
and out of the Mediterranean sea. 
Moreover, situated as it is near the flank 
of oui trade routes both to the Cape and 
to the West Indies and South America, 
it is tho point at which vessels would 
naturally coll for news, orders, coal 
and protection during the continuance 
of a war 
When you consider that in 


every second of tune 20 tons of ship- 
ping go ont or come into cur home 
ports, and that, as a matter of fact, the 
stream is continuous and never ceases, 
and that the value of the sea borne trade 
of the British empire is calculated at 
£980,000,000, of which about £260,- 
000,000 neither comes to nor goes from 
the United Kingdom, it seems difficult 
to exaggerate the value of the fortress 
of Gibraltai or to realize the congestion 
of British shipping which might seek 
its protection in war It has at present 
no drydock 
Its garrison consists of 


seven companies of artillery, four com- 
panies of engineers and three battalions 
of infantry 
It is tho meeting place of 


our Channel and Mediterranean squad- 
rons 
The roads do not affoicl safe an- 


chorage in all winds, and an enemy 
could conceivably shell them if ho 
mounted heavy guns on Spanish soil.—

Mr. Beck informs us that with this new 
process the works will be prepared to 
handle all kinds of low grade gold and 
silver ores at a cost to the miner of 
less than $2 per ton. The contract 
calls for the very latest improvements 
for the treatment of gold ores. The 
capacity of this process will be twenty- 
fire tons of ore per day and will afford 
a means of successfully working many 
minei now idle for want of a cheap 
method of milling free working gold 
ores. 
The management expects to 


handle many of the low grade silver 
ores where the character of ore is 
susceptible of successful milling and 
concentration. 


This will ba good news to many 


miners, who owing to the low price of 
silver have been unable to work their 
mines at a profit, and the people of 
Beno will welcome the music of the 
stamps.

In the 


meantime Smith called for hia money 
and Landlord Hiekey to?d him Lie did 
not have it, but would gin Smith $20 
cash for an order on Mclnerney for the 
full amount. 
Smith readily gave the 


order and received the $20. The order 
was presented to the ex-clerk of the 
Reno, who declined to honor it '— ' 
stated that he would - 


4Jo could see him. Mclner- 


found that Smith had returned to 


Verdi and he went there, paid him the 
$40 and took his receipt. Smith receiv- 
ing $60 for hii $40 deposit. Mr. Hiokey 
immediately made a complaint against 
Mclnerney, hence the suit. 


The evidence presented by both sides 


was more or less contradictory, 10 
much so in fact that the jury disagreed, 
standing nine for acquittal and three 
for conviction. The whole thing seems 
to be an unpleasant ending of the re- 
lations of employer and employe, and 
the Sergeant, although a colored man 
and drunk, manipnlaced his Jfinancial 
arrangements so that he was $20 ahead 
on the deal, and two or three presum- 
ably intelligent white men were losers 
on the transaction.

The corse 
of bitter beer, raw Scotch whisky and 
"tuppenny" gin rests heavy on the 
place. 
Public opinion is no weapon 


against it, for public opinion openly fa- 
vors drinking whenever one has the nec- 
essary money and does not regard actual 
drunkenness as a disgrace worth men- 
tioning. 


Women drink at the bars aa uncon- 


cernedly as men do, and barmaids serve 
them. The barroom is thergossip place, 
and babes and small children are carried 
to it and kept in it by careful mothers, 
who gather there for the day's necessary 
talk. Infants sometimes cry and at such 
times are permitted a "sip from the ma- 
ternal glass, quite as other children are 
bribed with chocolate drops. Thus blear 
eyes and drink reddened faces often have 
early beginnings. The children on the 
streets are dirty, ragged and vociferous- 
ly happy over small thinga Adults are 
not genuinely happy. There is no reason 
why they should be. They derive much 
spasmodic merriment from the public 
houses. Drunkenness and fighting arc 
common everywhere, especially on the 
streets. .During one noon recess I saw 
three fights develop among the two dozen 
employees of a box factory. Nor are the 
combatants always men or boys.—Cen- 
tury.

cality. There may be some teetotalers, 
bat there ore not many, and there are 
almost aa few drinkers -who are always 
moderate in their libations. The corse 
of bitter beer, raw Scotch whisky and 
"tuppenny" gin rests heavy on the 
place. 
Public opinion is no weapon 


against it, for public opinion openly fa- 
vors drinking whenever one has the nec- 
essary money and does not regard actual 
drunkenness as a disgrace worth men- 
tioning. 


Women drink at the bars aa uncon- 


cernedly as men do, and barmaids serve 
them. The barroom is thergossip place, 
and babes and small children are carried 
to it and kept in it by careful mothers, 
who gather there for the day's necessary 
talk. Infants sometimes cry and at such 
times are permitted a "sip from the ma- 
ternal glass, quite as other children are 
bribed with chocolate drops. Thus blear 
eyes and drink reddened faces often have 
early beginnings. The children on the 
streets are dirty, ragged and vociferous- 
ly happy over small thinga Adults are 
not genuinely happy. There is no reason 
why they should be. They derive much 
spasmodic merriment from the public 
houses. Drunkenness and fighting arc 
common everywhere, especially on the 
streets. .During one noon recess I saw 
three fights develop among the two dozen 
employees of a box factory. Nor are the 
combatants always men or boys.—Cen- 
tury.
